- "Phis'10.-0r 12.dayes by-paft ({ being 
loath toattempt theTown by ſtorm, both 
for feare of loſing'many of our men, and 
rtihating 6f the Town. ) I tooke very 
great paines to invite and. perſwade M:. 
Major with the reſt of his wicked affociat: 
to ſurrender the town upon good tearmes 
and condittons:  anhd'at laft with great 
difttculty obtained a Treaty to bee within 
the town of Newcaſtle upon Friday laſt, 
IO 2 | wherd 
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where they did nothing but juggle and 
jecre with our: Commullioners, who were 
tent to treat with them, not permitting 
any tlihg'to cotne1h' writ of that which 
was propounded-unt6d them, or of their
